A group of volunteers, 
who have been filing taxes 
for senior citizens for the 
last several years, is branch- 
ing out to help low-income 
citizens get the money they 
are owed from the govern- 
ment, 

Northern Michigan Free 
Tax Service gained its status 
as a 501-C3 entity in late 
2011. The organization was 
founded by Ron Gribb, 
other volunteer tax prepar- 
ers and a board of directors 
representing volunteers and 
community agencies. 

Since 2004, volunteer tax 
preparers have been filing 
tax returns for the Crawford 
County Commission on 
Aging (COA), through the 
Internal Revenue Service's 
IRS Volunteer Income Tax 
Assistance (VITA). pro- 
gram. 

Last year, VITA volun- 
teers filed 331 tax returns. 

After the 2011 year 
ended, volunteers decided 
to broaden their horizons. 
They had prepared tax 
forms for 80 percent of the 


seniors in Crawford County, 
which accounts for only 30 
percent of the county’s pop- 
ulation. 

Volunteers tried to reach 
out to others last year, by 
placing posters at the 
Michigan Works office, the 
Department of Human 
Services (DHS) office and 
other locations in Grayling. 

Crawford County’s popu- 
lation of people 45-years- 
old and younger, accounts 
for 40 percent of the popu- 
lation. Only 10 percent of 
those eligible, however, 
took advantage of the free 
tax preparation last year, 
Gribb said. 

Since the VITA program 
is offered to individuals and 
families, who earn less than 
$60,000, volunteers sought 
a more high profile location 
to offer its services. 

The DHS office, which 
makes referrals for the free 
tax service, did not have 
space, The Michigan Works 
office offered space, but the 
Grayling location is located 
out of the way in the

has limited hours, Gribb 


said, 

Gribb said libraries 
across the state have hosted 
the VITA program, and the 
Crawford County Library 
System agreed to allow tax 
preparers to hold hours at 
the library. 

The volunteers will be on 
hand at the Devereaux 
Crawford County Library 
throughout the tax season 
on Thursday and Friday. 

Volunteers will also assist 
residents at the Denton 
Township Hall in 
Prudenville. 

Gribb stressed that volun- 
teers would continue to 
serve senior citizens, and 
will be allowed to maintain 
office space at the Grayling 
Senior Center. 

“Their charge is here and 
doing it for the seniors,” 
Gribb said of the Grayling 
Senior Center “We're not 
giving up on the seniors at 
all.” 

Eventually, the Northern 
Michigan Free Tax Service 
would like to have its own 
office space for the tax sca- 
son,

A Grayling man was shot and killed after 
he allegedly lunged with a knife at police 
and Department of Human Service (DHS) 
employees Friday, who were taking his 
child into protective custody. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield said the situation started earlier 
on Friday, Feb. 3, when a Grayling Police 
Department officer was called to a distur- 
bance at the Grayling Pines Apartments. 

After contacting the man, the officer left, 
but returned with DHS employees who 
were checking on the well being of a child. 
who was living with his father at the apart- 
ment. The apartments are located by the 
Grayling Nursing and Rehab Center and 
behind the Milltown Plaza. 

An altercation ensued, which became 
verbally heated, when the man refused to 
let the DHS employee take his son. 

_The DHS employees and the Grayling 
Police Officer left, and sought a court order 
to take the child into protective custody. 
The order was granted by the Crawford 
County Probate Court. 

Since the earlier altercation, the Graying 
City Police Officer requested a Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Deputy help serve the 
court order. 

Wakefield said the situation became heat- 
ed again. The man refused to let authorities 
take his son, who was near his side. 

Police officers had their Tasers drawn. A 
DHS empldyee was going to attempt to 
remove the child from the father’s custody. 

A DHS employee then alerted police that 
the man was brandishing a knife as he 
lunged forward. The Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Deputy holstered his Taser, and 
drew his firearm, firing one fatal round. The 
suspect was pronounced dead at the scene. 
The shooting occurred around 4:30 p.m. 
Friday, Wakefield said. 

Wakefield said proper protocols were fol- 
lowed by authorities, especially given the 
tight confines of the apartment. 

“They were all in very close quarters, 
Wakefield said. 

The case has been turned over to the 
Michigan State Police for the investigation 
of the incident, since it would be a conflict 
of interest for the Grayling City Police 
Department or Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

“The most important point is the child is 
safe and is in protective custody,”

Attorney David Shaltz 
will address seniors about 
Medicaid eligibility and the 
new estate recovery law 
from 6 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. on 
Thursday, March 28. 

A program about assistive 
technology, which will 
cover anything that makes it 
easier for seniors to do 
things, -will be held from 6 
p.m. to 7:30 p.m. on 
Thursday, April 26. 

Finally, Janet McInnis, 
from the Michigan 
Commission for the Blind, 
will discuss visual aides 
with seniors from 6 p.m. to 
7:30 p.m. on May 24. 

In addition, the Grayling 
Senior Center will remain 
open during evening hours a 
couple of nights a week and 
on Saturday morning. The 
change was made to accom- 
modate seniors who still 
work and are involved in 
other activities and organi- 
zations in the community. 

The evening hours will go 
hand-in-hand with the 
Moving Forward program. 

“Since we're offering 
something and the building 
will be open, people can still 
come in and utilize the com- 
puters and other things,” 
Snyder said. 

The COA has the ability 
to add services and expand 
staff thanks to a millage, 


which was supported by 
voters in August 2010. The 
new hours will be scheduled 
after testing the waters. 

“We’re just getting the 
ball rolling, getting some 
new staff on board and get- 
ting some new programs 
together,” Snyder said. 

The COA is also stepping 
up its advocacy on behalf of 
seniors locally and = in 
Lansing. 

Specifically, COA offi- 
cials are lobbying to get a 
package of elder abuse laws 
passed in Lansing. 

“T think it’s just a matter 
of time before it gets past,” 
Snyder said. 

Not only are seniors being 
mentally and physically 
abused, they are also being 
victimized in other ways. 

“Financial exploitation 
has been increasing the last 
several years,” Snyder said. 

Karl Schreiner, the senior 
advocacy and resource coor- 
dinator for the COA, is on 
hand at the Grayling Senior 
Center to help senior 
address Medicare and 
Medicaid issues and other 
issues that crop up. He also 
can assist seniors seeking 
food stamps, which allows 
low-income seniors to avoid 
the stigma of having to go to 
the Michigan Department of 
Human Services office. 

As the 2012 year elec- 
tions approach, Snyder said 
the Grayling Senior Center 


would host candidate 
forums and educational ses- 
sions for proposals. 

“Seniors vote and we 
want them to be educated,” 
Snyder said. 

There are no plans for the 
COA to go back to voters to 
help fund a new senior cen- 
ter. 

In August 2009, Crawford 
County voters rejected a 
proposal to move to 
Grayling Senior Center to 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
and another proposal for a 
new building on property 
located across from the 
hatchery. 

Snyder said senior center 
staff schedules programs 
and meetings around the 
busiest times to best utilize 
the space inside and outside 
the building. 

“We have space issues but 
we have bigger parking 
issues,” Snyder said. 

Snyder is working on a 
business plan to find a new 
location for the senior cen- 
ter along with gathering 
costs on what it would take 
to maintain new facilities. 

Meanwhile, Snyder said 
she is encouraging seniors 
who bring concerns to her 
about space and activities to 
take them to the COA 
Board. 

“This pretty much needs 
to come from _ them, “ 
Snyder said. 
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place demi creemanent 
wheré we could hang our 
hat,” Gribb said. 

Gribb said the volunteers 
do not aim to take away 
business from paid tax pre- 
pares. They only file simple 
tax forms for federal and 
state returns, property tax 
‘credits and home heating 
credits for homeowners and 
renters. More complex tax 
issues are referred to paid 
tax preparers. 

Gribb said the Northern 
Michigan Free Tax Service 
is here to help people who 
feel uneasy about doing 
their own taxes and may be 
able to get them a better 
return than paying for a tax 
software package and added 
fees. 

“We fill that gap,” Gribb 
said. “There are a lot people 
that are nervous about doing 
taxes. They just don’t want 
to bother with it.”

late last year, they were not 
able to apply for grants for 
equipment and supplies. 

“Everything we have is 
either out of our pockets or 
donated equipment,” Gribb 
said. 

There is no fee charged to 
residents who get their taxes 
done. 

“We don’t seek donations 
because that’s not what we 
are here for,” Gribb said. 

Northern Michigan Free 
Tax Service, however, is 
seeking donations such as 
equipment, paper, ink car- 
tridges and other supplies 
from area businesses. 
Volunteers are also being 
sought to help with the 
interview process before 
clients meet with the tax 
preparers. 

Gribb retired as a salarted 
employee from General 
Motors in 1994. Early on in 
his career, Gribb helped

develop crash test equip- 
ment and scenarios to make 
automobiles safer. 

Gribb also did contract 
work for the Corvette plant, 
helping make the popular 
model one of the most reli- 
able cars on the market 
when he was a consultant. 

A lifelong volunteer, 
Gribb has done his own 
taxes, had a small business 
preparing tax returns and 
worked for H & R Block for 
a couple of years. 

“I enjoyed doing the 
taxes,’ Gribb — said. “If 
you’re an engineering-type 
person, you work with 
numbers and I enjoyed 
working with numbers.”

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Fire destroys apartments

A fire destroyed a home, 
which contained three apart- 
ments, in’ Grayling last 
Thursday. 

The Grayling Fire 
Department was dispatched 
tO an apartment structure 
fire at 8:26 pm. on 
Thursday, Meb 2 

The home, where the 
apartments are located, is at 
207 Alger Street. 

Two of the apartments 
were rented and the other 
remained empty — said 
Grayling Fire Department 
Chief Russell Strohpaul Jr. 

One of the renters was 
taken to Mercy Hospital 
Grayling for treatment for 
burns, but the extent of his 


injuries was unknown as of 


Monday, Strohpaul said. 

“He was in the ambulance 
or being transferred to the 
hospital before we arrived 
on the scene,” Strohpaul 
said. 

The home, which is 
owned by people who live 
near Kewadin, was insured. 
The tenants, however, did 
not have renter’s insurance. 

Strohpaul said the fire 


destroyed the two apart- 
ments in the top half of the 
house, and the apartment on 
the Jower level sustained 
heavy smoke damage and 
some water camage. He 
believes the home was a 
total loss due to the exten- 
sive damage. 

“It was pretty much all 
engulfed when we arrived 
on scene,” Strohpaul said. 
“Tt was a real fight right 
from the start.” 

Firefighters remained on 
the scene until 2:30 a.m. on 
Friday, Feb. 3. 

The Grayling Fire 
Department was assisted by 
Grayling City Police, the 
Beaver Creek Township Fire 
Department, Mobile

Rick 
Snyder’s session with 
Michigan newspaper folks 
at their annual convention 
recently, I get the impres- 
sion Mr. Snyder has become 
genuinely comfortable in his 
role as governor. 

Michigan governors 
always are invited and usu- 
ally appear at the annual 
convention of the Michigan 
Press Association (MPA) to 
deliver a kickoff luncheon 
address. 

Past governors often have 
used the platform for impor- 
tant revelations about the 
state of Michigan affairs and 
what he/she plans to do 
about them, frequently haul- 
ing along charts and graphs, 
or using slide shows or 
power point presentations to 
help get across their ideas. 

Not this year. Not Rick 
Snyder. He was much more 
informal — and without a 
necktie, of course. 

Gov. Snyder primarily 
talked not from a prepared 
speech but from notes, and 
split his time about equally 
between putting forth his 
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northern hardwood types

message and then giving ad 
lib answers to questions 
from the audience. 

The Q and A part of a 
governor’s show usually is 
the most popular part of the 
presentation, but often is 
limited to an answer or two 
before the governor runs off 
to another obligation or 
wherever governors go after 
they give a formalized 
speech. 

* * * 

GOV. SNYDER, howev- 
er, did offer newspaper ori- 
ented comments to the 
newspaper folks. A wrap-up 
of the convention in the 
weekly MPA Bulletin car- 
ried this report: 

“Gov. Rick Snyder tried 
to sell the state’s newspaper 
publishers five headlines he 
expects to see this year: 

“1, Michigan leading the 
country in customer service 
government. 

“2. Michigan showing 
leadership by having 21st 
century transportation sys- 
tem. 

“3, Silos start to come 
down as state recognizes the 
three c’s: creating talent, 


collaboration and connect- 
ing in its education system. 

“4, Michigan has a plan to 
make Detroit great again 
and it’s not just a financial 
plan. 

“5. Michigan is a jobs 
leader again.” 

I don’t quite understand 
what “customer service gov- 
ernment” really means, and 
1 needed help interpreting 
“silos,” which apparently 
means that the various ele- 
ments that contribute to the 
overall process of learning, 
speaking in a broad sense, 
too often operate only in 
separate “‘silos” instead of 
coordinating efforts. That 
makes sense. 

All these headlined goals, 
of course, will require state 
leadership to help accom- 
plish, and I guess that’s 
what Gov. Snyder has in 
mind that he will offer. 

These goals also will 
require agreement and coop- 
eration by the legislature 
and the various Michigan 
publics to follow his lead 
and work together toward 
the same ends.

Forest Composition 


What’s the most common 
tree in Michigan? Sugar 
maple. Followed by red 
maple, cedar, quaking 
aspen, and red oak. These 
five species make-up nearly 
half the volume in the for- 
est. In fact, if you can iden- 
tify the ten most common 
tree species, you'll know 
three out of four trees you 
run across. 

However, these species 
do not have geographically 
even distributions. Sugar 
maple, cedar, and red oak 
are rather particular about 
the site upon which they 
will grow. On the other 
hand, red maple and quak- 
ing aspen occupy a wide 
spectrum of sites and grow 
almost anywhere. 
Tamarack is common in the 
north, but you'll be hard- 
pressed to find a tulip 
poplar above mid- 
Michigan. 

Various sites support dif- 
ferent mixes of tree species. 
These mixes are called for- 
est types. There are 36 for- 
est types in Michigan, 
according U.S. Forest 
Service definitions and 
inventory data. 
Throughout these 36 types 
are 72 tree species record- 
ed, although you could 
probably find more. 

Forests cover about half 
of Michigan, although their 
distribution is mostly a 
northern land cover. Much 
of the southern Michigan 
forest has been replaced by 
farms and cities, The twen- 
ty million acre forest 
resource is one of the 
largest and richest in the 
United States. 

The most common 
Michigan forest type is 
hardwoods”, 
where nearly half the vol- 
umé is sugar maple. 
Common associates in 


include red maple, bass- 
wood, beech, yellow birch, 
and hemlock. Two-thirds 
of the northern hardwood 
acreage lies in the Upper 
Peninsula. No other U.P. 
forest type comes close in 
frequency, although the 
next most common forest 
type is cedar. 

In the northern lower 
peninsula, northern hard- 
woods is also the most 
common forest type, but 
aspen and oak types come 
close. Red oak and big- 
tooth aspen become a com- 
mon northern hardwoods 
associate, which are less 
common in the U.P. north- 
ern hardwoods. 

The northern lower 
peninsula oak types are 
largely composed of red 
oak, white oak, red maple, 
black oak, and northern pin 
oak. These five species 
make up over three-quar- 
ters of the volume in oak 
types. 

The northern lower 
peninsula aspen type con- 
sists mostly of bigtooth 
aspen, quaking aspen, and 
red maple. White pine and 
red oak are reasonably well 
represented, too. 

The majority of pine for- 
est types (red, jack, white) 
occur in the northern lower 
peninsula, about a million 
acres. Half of this is red 
pine. Among the pine 
types, most of the jack pine 
and red pine volume is 
found in its respective for- 
est type. However, the 
majority of white pine is 
mixed with other forest 
types, such as red pine, 
aspen, northern hardwoods, 
and oaks, 

The forest types with the 
greatest number of tree 
species are aspen, mixed 
upland hardwoods, and 
northern = hardwoods. 
Forest types with the fewest 


to pull off.

SUPER BOWL — I’ve 
concluded that the Super 
Bowl is professional foot- 
ball’s contribution to an 
unfilled American need for a 
national mid-winter festival 
to bridge the gap and dispel 
the public blahs between 
Christmas-New Year cele- 
brations and the wonders of 
springtime. 

More than football enthu- 
siasts embrace the Super 
Bowl, including many who 
pay little heed to the game 
itself but are hardy partiers 
anyway. In a very real sense, 
Super Bowl has filled this 
national void. 

According to figures 
released during Super Bowl 


week by the Calorie Control 
Council and the Snack Food 
Association (which of 
course may be entirely ficti- 
tious groups invented for the 
sole purpose of providing 
statistics and gaining public- 
ity), Americans were 
expected to consume mass 
quantities of mostly useless 
calories on Super Bowl 
Sunday, to wit: 11.2 million 
pounds of potato chips, 8.2 
million pounds of tortilla 
chips, 4.3 million pounds of 
pretzels, 3.8 million pounds 
of popcom and 2.5 million 
pounds of nuts. 

In my research, I could 
find no similar figures for 
consumption of pizza, nor 
for the amounts of beer, car- 
bonated soft drinks, liquors 
and wine guzzled during our 
national midwinter blast.

Both of the U.P. sets 
are different than those in 
the northern lower peninsu- 
la, and the southern lower 
peninsula has yet another 
set. All four sets differ 
from the statewide top ten. 
For example, even though 
sugar maple is the most 
common tree species, 
statewide; it ranks number 
eight in the southern coun- 
ties, 

While statewide average 
Statistics sometimes have 
value, it’s important to 
understand that averages 
cannot describe variability 
across the landscape, nor 


will they necessarily 
describe what’s around 
your town. 


Forest composition is but 
one factor in defining the 
diversity of Michigan’s for- 
est. However, it well 
demonstrates the variabili- 
ty. The complex nature of 
our forests becomes clear 
when other factors are 
added-in, such as age class- 
es, stand densities, patch 
sizes, size classes, and 
physical structure. And 
that’s just talking about the 
trees. 

A forest owner needs to 
know about their particular 
forest for better apprecia- 
tion or to manage the for- 
est, Forest enthusiasts can 
delight in the variability 
across the state. And, of 
course, forest management 
practices will vary almost 
as much as the forest does.

Wakefield said. “That was 
the whole purpose for the 
officers being there.” 

The deputy involved, 
who was not identified, was 
placed on administrative 
leave until completion of 
the investigation.

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Forest Service announces 

decision on proposal to ban 
gun hunting, snowmobiling 
in areas of Huron-Manistee 


National Forests 


The U.S. Forest Service has released the 
Record of Decision and the Final 
Supplemental Environ-mental Impact 
Statement that addresses issues stemming 
from a lawsuit in federal court over gun 
hunting and snowmobiling in the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests. 

In 2010, the U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the 6th Circuit found that the Forest 
Service failed to comply with several of its 
own regulations and a federal statute dur- 
ing revision of the 2006 Land and 
Resource Management Plan for the 
Huron-Manistee National Forests. The 
issues revolved around the plaintiff’s con- 
cerns that the agency favored gun hunters 
and snowmobile users over other people 
participating in quiet recreation activities. 

On Jan. 27, the Regional Forester, 
Charles L. Myers, signed the Record of 
Decision for the Final Supplemental 
Environ-mental Impact Statement (FSEIS) 
and Amendment | to the 2006 Forest Plan. 
In summary, the Regional Forester select- 
ed Alternative 4 (the Preferred Alternative) 
as the Selected Alternative. 

Under the Selected Alternative, the 
Forest Service will: 

* Continue to allow gun hunting in the 
previously designated Semiprimitive 
Nonmotorized and Primitive areas of the 
Huron-Manistee National Forests in 
accordance with regulations of the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources. 

¢ Continue to allow snowmobiling on 
designated trails within the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests. 

* Change Management Area designation 
of 11 of the 13 previously designated 
Semiprimitive Nonmotorized Areas to 
Management Area 8.4 (Special Areas). 
The existing Standards and Guidelines for 
Management Area 6.1 (Semiprimitive 
Nonmotorized) would continue to apply to 
these 11 new 8.4 Special Area 
Management Areas as outlined in the 
Record of Decision. 


¢ Change Management area designation 
of two previously designated 
Semiprimitive Nonmotorized Areas 
(Manistee River and Whitewater Creek) to 
Management Area 4.2 (Roaded Natural 
Sandy Plains and Hills). The areas will be 
managed under the Standards and 
Guidelines for Management Area 4.2. 

Under the Selected Alternative, the 
Forest Service will: 

* Retain the Management Area 5,] 
(Wilderness) designation for the 
Nordhouse Dunes Wilderness Area. 

¢ Recreation Opportunity Spectrum 
classifications for all of the 14 challenged 
areas will be changed to match their cur- 
rent condition, as described in the Record 
of Decision. 

The specific rationale behind the 
Selected Alternative is fully explained in 
the Record of Decision. Appendix A of the 
Record of Decision shows how the 
Selected Alternative will change the 2006 
Forest Plan. 

The Record of Decision and associated 
documents are posted on’ the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests’ website: 
www.fs.usda.gov/hmnf. The published 
documents will be available in March and 
mailed to all people who previously 
requested a copy. If you have not previ- 
ously requested a copy, you may request a 
copy by calling the Forest Supervisor’s 
Office at (231) 775-2421. 

Once the documents have been released 
to the public, a Notice of Availability will 
be published in the Federal Register and 
the newspaper of record, which will begin 
a 45-day appeal period. The Forest Service 
will notify the public by news release and 
websité posting when the Notice of 
Availability has been published.
